Through official Highway Department

To supplement it, signs designating the 
speed limit within the city limits and signs 
designating the speed limit on the freeway 
outside the city limits should be posted 
in a hurry.

These prospects are about as 
good as are my chances for 
whipping Cassius Clay. 
Furtherm ore, at the end of 
two years he will be eligible for 
partial payment for “ early re­ 
tirem ent."

For a man who was a tough

Danger Of Pacifism

Attitude Encourages Risk Of Drastic Actions 


With the best intentions in the 
world. 
pacifists 
sometimes 
bring on the very war to which 
they 
proclaim 
their 
opposi­ 
tion 
Unwit­ 
tingly 
t h e y 
give aid and 
comfort to an 
enemy 
coun-* 
try and serve 
t o 
increase 
the possibility 
t h a t Amer- 
i c a n 
policy 
will 
be 
mis- 
c o n s t r ued David lawrence 
abroad as being unsupported by 
public opinion 
Then chances 
will be taken by an adversary 
which could lead to war. 
An 
example 
of 
the 
con­ 
sequences of this misguided at­ 
titude on the part of Americans 
is furnished in the following UPI 
dispatch from the Far East a 
few days ago: 
“ American protests and dem­ 
onstrations against U.S. policy 
in Viet Nam have gotten a warm 
reception in Communist North 
Viet 
Nam 
and 
Communist 
China 
“ Hanoi's official 
newspaper. 
Nhan Dan. and China’s N ew 
China News Agency devote al­ 
most daily space to the petitions, 
advertisements, picketing a n d 
demonstrations 
of 
Americans 
against U.S. policy. 
“ Nhan Dan. in a commentary 
today, 
said, 
‘t h e 
thousands- 
strong parade of American peo­ 
ple held in New York on April 
IO strikes a new note to the 
American people’s 
determ ina­ 
tion to check the U.S. imperial­ 
ists 
dirty 
war 
against Viet 
Nam.’ ” 


THE DANGER at the mom­ 
ent is that the Red Chinese as 
well as the Soviets will get the 
impression that the American 
people are divided and that the 
pacifistic urge is dominant 
to 
such 
an 
extent 
that 
all the 
strong words of President John­ 
son can be regarded abroad as 
not reflecting the true Ameri­ 
can sentiment if a showdown 
comes. 
Twice in the last half-centurv 
well-meaning senators have un­ 
wittingly helped to weaken the 
American position. On both oc­ 
casions 
the 
German 
govern­ 
ments in power were led to be­ 
lieve 
that 
the 
United States 
would not become involved in 
the conflict Two world wars en­ 
sued, and the United States was 
obliged to enter both in self- 
defense 
Although 
President 
Wilson 
had severed diplomatic relations 
with the Kaiser's government in 
Germany on Feb. 3. 1917, a n d 
had protested the sinking of un­ 
armed passenger vessles with 
the loss of many American lives. 
” ■ little group ot willful men” 
in the United States Senate —as 
Mr Wilson characterized them 
—filibustered to death a proposal 
that the United States arm its 
vessels 
in 
protection 
against 
German submarines. 


MANY HISTORIANS believe 
that this particular debacle —on 
March 4, 1917 — strengthened 
the determination of the Berlin 


regime to 
wage 
unrestricted 
submarine 
warfare 
against 
American pssenger ships on the 
theory that the United States 
was divided and would not en­ 
ter the war. 
"A few weeks later — on April 
2. 1917 — the President of the 
United States found it necessary 
to appear before a special ses­ 
sion 
of 
Congress to initiate 
American entry into World War 


I. 
Somewhat the sam e circum­ 
stances 
occurred when Presi­ 
dent 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
asked 
Congress to give him 
authority to sell arm s to West­ 
ern Europe He was refused per­ 
mission by the United States 
Senate, as Congress adjourned 
on Aug. 5. 1939, without even 
acting on his request. 


This led to the belief in Ber­ 
lin that the United States would 
not enter the conflict, and World 
War ll came less than a month 
later. 
History 
proves again a n d 
again that American presidents 
have been forced subsequently 
into awkward positions because 
of pacifist manifestations, often 
supported by senators and rep­ 
resentatives who sincerely be­ 
lieve they are following popular 
sentiment. 


THE SITUATION in the world 
today is a dangerous one. Thp 
United States is doing its utmost 
to help the government of South 
Viet Nam to retain its independ­ 
ence. 
Not 
only 
is 
America 
pledged by the Southeast Asia 
Treaty to this principle, but the 
Congress of the United States bv 
a resolution only last year ex­ 
pressed 
itself 
in 
unequivocal 
term s about the intention of this 
country to defend the sm aller 
nations of .Southeast Asia 
The resolution says in part: 
“ Consonant with the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States and the 
Charter of the United Nations 
and in accordance with its obli­ 
gations under th* Southeast Asia 
collective defense treaty, 
I h e 
United States is, therefore, pre­ 
pared. 
as the President de­ 
termines. to take all necessarv 
steps, 
including 
the use of 
arm ed force, to assist an> mem­ 
ber or protocol state ol t h e 
Southeast Asia collective defense 
treaty requesting assistance in 
defense of its freedom ” 


THIS IS. therefore. American 
foreign policy, not only made bv 
the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment but supported by t Ii e 
overwhelming 
vote of 
b o t h 
houses of Congress. 
Individual senators and repre­ 
sentatives have every right to 
express themselves on any sub­ 
ject. but the net effect of the 
stand being taken today by some 
of them against American pol­ 
icy in Viet Nam could be dis­ 
astrous 
This attitude could mislead the 
enemy into a belief that drastic 
steps can be risked by its forces 
on the theory that 
American 
opinion would not sustain a de­ 
cisive response Instead of pre­ 
venting a war. this could bring 
on a major conflict.

An FBI agent was with him 
when he slipped into the jury 
room through a side door of the 
courthouse and later escorted 
him out a back door. A number 
of other agents were in the 
area. 
The 
government 
dismissed 
charges 
against 
Rowe 
some 
time after his arrest. 
Another 
who 
testified 
was 
Leroy Moton, 19. a Selma Negro 
who was with Mrs. Liuzzo when 
gunfire from a passing car 
killed her a few hours after the 
end of the Selma-to-Montgom- 
try civil rights march. 
The Detroit mother of five 
was on the way back to Mont 
gomery 
after 
taking 
some 
marchers to Selma. The shoot 
tog occurred March 25 near 
Lowndes boro on U.S. 80. 
Two state investigators, sev 
eral federal agents and a toxi 
ologist appeared 
before the 
jury the past two days. 
The other three arrested in 
the case were indicted by a fed­ 
eral grand jury in Montgomery 
on charges of conspiring to vio­ 
late the constitutional rights of 
demonstrators. 
They are Eugene Thomas. 42. 
and William Orville Eaton. 41. 
both of Bessemer, and Collie 
Leroy Wilkins Jr., 21, of Fair­ 
field. They are free on bonds of 
$50,000 each pending arraign­ 
ment in Montgomery. 
President Johnson announced 
their arrests and said they were 
member of the Ku Klux Elan. 
Meanwhile, sit-ins 
were 
in 
progress at Camden and Mont­ 
gomery, Ala. 
Sheriff P. C. Jenkins said 
about 200 Negroes, most of them 
teen-agers, set up camp at An­ 
tioch Baptist church in Camden. 
“They said they would camp 
there until the Board of Reg­ 
istrars is moved to the court­ 
house and meets five days 
week,” Jenkins said. “I don’t 
blow how long that will take.’

Renewed Chinese Threat 
Stirs Communist Contest

Red China's renewed threat to 
send volunteers to Viet Nam 
appears to be a result of a con­ 
test between the two big Com­ 
munist powers. The contest is 
bringing about the Communists’ 
own form of escalation of the 
peril in Southeast Asia. 
The Red Chinese have seemed 
to be trying to force Moscow to 
become 
more 
and more in­ 
volved in a bellicose quarrel 
with the United States. Peking 
now indicates it believes it is on 
the way to achieving such a 
goal. 
The standing committee of the 
National People's Congress in 
Peking announces it has called 
on 
Chinese 
organizations 
to 
‘ make preparations” to send 
their own people to fight the 
Americans in Viet Nam. 
The question is whether this is 
a real threat to intervene or a 
signal to the Communist world 
that Red China is more willing 
and more able than the Soviet 
Union to call the shot in South 
east Asia The latter seems the 
case 
Peking — as before — still is 
“ prepared” to send volunteers. 
It has not said it will send them. 
Several ifs are attached to the 
broadside - if “ U.S. imperial­ 
ism continues to escalate’’ the 
war; if the Vietnamese ask such 
help Peking will be the judge of 
the first if. As for the second, 
there are strong doubts that Ha­ 
noi is anxious to have a flood of 
Chinese volunteers. 
There is strong evidence that 
the Moscow-Peking struggle for 
influence in the Communist and 
underdeveloped 
worlds 
is 
in­ 
volved in Peking’s threats. 
As if accusing the Russians of 
failing in their duty to the world 
revolution, 
the 
Peking 
an­ 


nouncement said 
“ The Chinese 
people have always been infin­ 
itely 
loyal 
in 
fulfilling 
their 
proletarian internationalist obli­ 
gations. 
T h e y 
have 
never 
spared any sacrifice whatever 
in this respect. They always 
mean what they say. Both past 
and present struggles testily to 
this.” 
For 
the 
present, 
the 
Red 
Chinese are likely to leave well 
enough alone. In the first place, 
they appear to be satisfied that 
from their point of view the war 
is 
producing 
cruel 
attrition 
against 
South Viet Nam 
and 
equally cruel attrition on U S. 
nerves and staying power. 
I' is extremely doubtful that 
Ho Chi Min. North Viet Nam s 
leader, 
wants Chinese 
volun­ 
teers. Repeatedly, North Viet 
Nam’s 
propaganda 
has 
pro­ 
nounced the willingness of the 
Vietnamese to hold out 20 years. 
if necessary, for unification of 
the country on Hanoi’s terms. 
But the Russian voice, de­ 
nouncing 
the 
Americans 
and 
promising more help to North 
Viet Nam. has become louder 
and 
more 
insistent, 
as 
if 
prodded by the contest with the 
Chinese 
When the Russians stepped up 
their promises and then denun­ 
ciations of the United States, the 
Chinese apparently sought not 
only to match the Russians but 
go them one better 
Nevertheless. 
Peking 
has 
been prudent about its own in­ 
volvement and the prospects of 
a direct showdown with Ameri­ 
can power. Volunteers might be 
‘preparing” to go to Viet Nam. 
but the chances are they will 
not be sent unless the Chinese 
see a possibility that the Ameri­ 
cans can win.

Shells 
from these guns are as heavy 
and destructive as anything in 
use on the government side. 
Under a withering barrage of 
shells and machine-gun fire, the 
left flank of the Vietnamese 
marine unit Wheeler was with 
I broke and the operation turned 
into a rout.
